forget, because it will touch their pockets, 
and it may be the means of disclosing to 
them tbe great importance of freo coinage, 
not only to miners and farmers, but to men 
of every business and occupation iu Ne- 
vada.

As the Chinese by 
direction of the United States Commis- 
sioner were sent to Windsor, Canada, and 
are now out of the jurisdiction of the 
United States, the order o£ theTroaauiy 
Department to take them to San Francitco 
can not be complied with. 


The open violation of the orders of the 


Treasury Department has caused some ex- 
citement in official circles, and there is 
much speculation as to what it will do in 
the matter. Tbe Commissioaer complied 
with the law, but Treasury officials some 
times set their opinions and orders above 
thi luw, and may in this cose cause the 
Coinaiissioner 
troab e 
for 
disobeying 


orders, though in doing so ho adhered to 
the strict letter of the law.
